GEOLOGY 


The  bedrock  of  this  area  underlying  the  glacial  deposits 
is . the  Belly  River  formation  of  the  Upper  Cretaceous  period. 
This  formation  is  a series  of  light  colored  sandstones  and 
shales.  This  horizon,  ih  other  parts  of  the  Province,  includes 
dinosaur  beds  and  coal  seams. 

SOIL' 


Edgerton  lies  in  the  dark  brown  zone. 

Soil  Profile;  In  the  normal  profile  the  surface  A horizon 
averages  about  7 inches  in  depth  and  is  dark  brown  in  color. 

The  B horizon  is  brownish  and' the  lime  layer  (Boa)  is  found 
usually  at  depths  of  20  to  24  inches  below  the  surface.  In 
this  zone  as  in  other  zones,  the  B horizon,  having  received 
some  finer  materials  from  the  A is  usually  somewhat  heavier 
ana  more  compact  than  the  A horizon. 

Fertility;  Moisture  continues  to  be  the  principal  limiting 
factor  in  crop  production.  Soils  in  this  zone  are  relatively 
low  in  nitrogen  and  organic  matter,  but  are  higher  in  these 
constituents  than  soils  of  the  brown  zone. 

Vegetation;  Chiefly  short  grass  prairie.  The  grass  makes  a 
denser  cover  and  taller  growth  than  in  the  brown  zone. 

Land  Use ; Only  the  better  soil  types  can  be  considered  arable. 
The  remainder  generally  is  good  pasture  land.  Wheat  is  grown 
almost  to ^ the  exclusion  of  all  other  crops.  Cropping  practises 
must  provide  for  conservation  of  moisture  and  control  of  soil 
drifting.  The  best  quality  wheat  in  the  province  is  grown  in 
bhis  and  other  grassland  zones. 
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(7)  HISTORY 

Edgerfcon  was  named  after  H.  H.  Edgerton,  Grand  Trunk 
Pacific  Railway  Engineer. 

The  first  settlers  came  in  1908  by  Red  River  cart  from 
Medicine  Hat  and  Montana. 

A few  of  the  early  settlers  were  G.  I.  Sawyer,  A.  E,,  W.E. 
and  H.  Challenger,  W.  Hallett,  the  Wigly  family,  D.  Milne,  Pete 
Milne,  Jim  Milne,  R.  Watson,  Redmonds,  Leggetts,  Drewry,  W.  D. 
Murdock,  Maughans,  G.  D.  • Miles,  D.  Eddleston  and  H.  Witheral. 

The  first  general  store  was  owned  and  operated  by  Murcock  and 
Fraser » 

Mr.  Murdock  was  the  first  Post  Master. 

The  Merchants  Bank  of  Canada  opened  in  1910, 

The  Canadian  National  Railway  was  completed  from  Saskatoon 
to  Wainwright  in  1909  and  to  Edmonton  in  1910. 

The  first  school  house  was  built  in  1910  with  Miss  Albright 
in  charge . 

The  village  was  incorporated  in  1918,  and  the  first  overseer 
was  A.  Grey. 

Mr.  G.  I.  Sawyer  supplied  the  village  with  D.  C.  power 
generated  by  a three  diesel  motor  plant  from  1935  under  a ten 
year  franchise.  In  1951  AC  110  volt  power  will  be  supplied  by 
Calgary  Power  Limited, 

(8)  LIVING  CONDITIONS 

The  village  is  well  laid  out  and  the  business  section  gives 
the  impression  of  prosperity,  as  do  the  houses,  which  are  kept 
in  good  repair.  There  is  an  excellent  school  where  grades  1 to 
12  are  taught. 

The  average  rent  for  a house  with  electricity  is  $20.00  per 
month.

About  85%  of  the  homes  are  owner-occupied. 

There  is  a small  fresh  water  lake  within  six  miles  of  the 
village  where  swimming,  boating,  and  fishing  are  obtainable 
during  the  summer  months. 

(9)  ADMINISTRATION 

The  village  is  governed  by  a Mayor  selected  every  year  from 
the  council  and  two  councillors,  one  of  whom  Is  elected  every 
year  for  a three  year  term. 

The  laws  and  regulations  set  down  by  the  council  are  carried 
out  by  a permanent  secretary. 

(10)  LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS 


All  new  buildings,  alterations  and  the  moving  of  buildings 
must  be  approved  by  the  council  after  which  a permit  is  issued 
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The  Electrical  Code  Conforms  to  the  Alberta  Electrical 
Protection  Act. 

The  Sanitary  Regulations  conform  to  the  Alberta  Public 
Health  Regulations. 

The  village  hires  a local  policeman  once  a week  and  on  other 
occassions  when  required. 


(11)  FIRE  PROTECTION 

A fire  marshall  is  paid  $525.00  per  year.  There  is  no 
volunteer  fire  brigade.  Equipment  consists  of  a 90  gallon 
chemical  tank  and  three  local  wells  to  supply  the  water.
